IVEy  Fellow  Alumni: 

Lenoir  Rhyne  has  begun  her  seventieth  academic  year.  Having  wel- 
comed, registered,  classified  and  organized  the  present  student  generation, 
we  now  have  the  privilege  of  greeting  those  of  the  sixty-nine  previous  years. 
With  the  rush  of  opening  events  behind  us,  we  are  preparing  for  two  occa- 
sions of  extraordinary  interest  to  the  alumni. 

First,  with  reference  to  the  opening,  I  must  say  it  has  been  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  and  promising  with  which  I  have  been  connected.  Judging  by  its 
beginning  and  by  the  qualifications  of  the  students  and  faculty,  this  should 
be  one  of  our  best  years  academically.  The  enrollment  is  964,  classified  as 
follows:  198  seniors,  179  juniors,  235  sophomores,  313  freshmen,  27  com- 
mercials, and  12  specials.  Also  we  have  welcomed  seven  new  teachers  to 
the  faculty — five  full  time  and  two  part  time. 

Returning  to  the  special  events  to  which  we  have  alluded,  the  first  is 
Homecoming  on  October  29th.  Homecoming  weekend  is  always  planned 
especially  for  the  alumni.  Your  presence  in  large  numbers  makes  us  realize 
what  an  important  part  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  family  you  are.  You  can't  af- 
ford to  miss  such  festivities  as  the  parade,  the  buffet  supper  and  the  football 
game  on  Saturday;  but  you  should  plan  to  arrive  on  Friday  and  see  the 
Playmakers  stage  Shakespeare's  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew"  in  Monroe 
A.uditorium  that  evening.

LR  Asks  $400,000  Loan  i 
To  Begin  Union  Building ! 

Lenoir  Rhyne  has  applied  for  a  $400,000 
Federal  Government  loan  to  supplement 
costs  of  the  first  unit  of  the  proposed 
college    union    building. 

The  loan  application,  a  preliminary 
move  to  earmark  necessary  government 
funds,  was  filed  with  the  Federal  Housing! 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  in  ,A.tlanta,i 
Georgia,  earlier  this  year.  As  yet,  no  al-l 
location   has   been    made. 

The  balance  of  the  necessary  funds  for; 
the  $600,000  unit  will  come  from  pledges 
and  subscriptoins  raised  in  the  1955  North 
Carolina  United  Lutheran  church  synod 
drive. 

The  unit  will  include  dining  room,  andi 
offices  for   various    campus    organizations.!

Alumni  Contributions  Double 
Nationally  In  Past  4  Years 


(Editor's  note:  The  following  is  re- 
printed from  the  pages  of  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post  because  of  its  pertinency 
to  Lenoir  Rhyne   and   its  alumni.) 

One  of  the  privileges  of  the  college 
graduate  is  to  be  periodically  tapped  by 
the  old  alma  mater  for  funds.  The  alum- 
nus who  hasn't  griped  about  the  persis- 
tence of  these  perennial  appeals  is  pretty 
rare. 

Nevertheless,  graduates  of  our  colleges 
lave  become  increasingly  serious  about 
:heir  responsibilities.  Contributions  by 
individuals  to  alumni  fund-raising  cam- 
paigns have  almost  doubled  in  the  last 
Pour  years,  increasing  from  $77,000,000  in 
L955  to  $143,000,000  in  1958. 

Alumni  willingness  to  help  their  "old 
schools"  has  a  double-barreled  effect.  Not 
only  do  alumni  fund  drives  provide  col- 
leges with  much-needed  funds;  they  also 
provide  industry  with  a  check  on  alumni 
loyalty,  which  has  a  bearing  on  a  corpora- 
tion's willingness  to  contribute. 

In  awarding  Texas  A.  and  M.  highest 
honors    in    the    recent    American    Alumni 


Council's  first  Alumni  Incentive  Awards 
Program,  Dr.  William  W.  Whitehouse, 
president  of  Albion  College  and  of  the 
Association  of  American  Colleges,  t5aid, 
"If  our  own  graduates  do  not  believe  in 
their  colleges  and  back  up  that  belief  with 
their  gifts,  why  should  business  and  indus- 
try be  asked  to  conttribute?" 

Significantly,  the  United  States  Steel 
Foundation  donated  the  funds  that  made 
the  Alumni  Incentive  Awards  possible  this 
year.  For  some  tirne  corporation  grants 
have  been  based  to  a  considerable  degree 
on  alumni  support,  but  this  is  the  first 
instance  in  which  national  attention  has 
been  focused  specifically  on  the  import- 
ance to  the  future  of  American  education 
of  the   alumni -industry  relationship. 

As  the  vast  private  fortunes  that  used  to 
endow  our  educational  institutions  have 
dwindled  and  the  necessity  for  Govern- 
ment aid  threatens  the  independence  of 
many  institutions,  it  is  heartening  that 
private  industry  and  private  citizens  are 
taking  positive  steps  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  the  times.

A  change  in  pace  is  good  for  everyone 
— and  this  was  proved  conclusively  on 
Alumni  Day  in  May,  when  hundreds  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni  returned  to  review 
the  changes  in  organization  made  during 
1959-1960,  and  also,  to  renew  acquaint- 
ances with  former  classmates. 

During  1959-1960,  as  part  of  the  trial 
acceptance  of  a  new  constitution,  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  Alumni  association  was 
governed  by  a  board  of  directors.

form  to  laws  and  manners  and  custorris 
and  fashions  and  traditions  in  our  civiliza- 
tion produces  inner  tensions  which  have  to 
be  relieved,  and  laughter  is  one  of  the 
forms  of  relief  of  these  tensions." 

"In  effect,"  he  defined,  "laughter  is  an 
escape  from  civilization  .  .  .  we  laugh  at 
slips  and  lapses  from  the  established  order 
of  things." 

Outstanding  Alumni  Honored 

For  the  first  time,  the  association  hon- 
ored its  outstanding  members  through  the 
presentation  of  distinguished  alumni  and 
distinguished    service    awards. 

Coach  Clarence  Stasavich,  athletic  di- 
rector at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  recieved  the  dis- 
tinguished alumni  awrad.  A  1935  grad- 
uate, "Stas"  as  he  is  affectionately  called, 
has  coached  at  the  college  since  1946  with 
notable  success  in  athletic  competition. 

The  distinguished  service  award  went 
to  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Philip  Wahlberg 
of  Corpus  Christi,  Texas,  both  1946  grad- 
uates. Rev.  and  Mrs.  Wahlberg  were  rec- 
ognized for  their  contributions  to  the 
United  Evangelical  Lutheran  church.  He 
is  president  of  the  Texas  ULCA  synod. 
Contributes  to  Xutheran' 

Mrs.  Wahlberg,  formerly  Miss  Rachel 
Conrad,  daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  F.  L. 
Conrad  of  Salisbury,  is  noted  for  her  con- 
tributions to  The  Lutheran,  official  ULCA 
publication.

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[conomics  Professor  Hoyle 
Contributes  To  Two  Texts 

Two  newly  published  textbooks  for  col- 
lege economics  courses  contain  contribu- 
tions by  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  economics 
professor  Edsel  E.  Hoyle,  A.B.,  M.  Ed. 

The  texts,  Principles  of  Eco7iomics  and 
College  Business  Law,  have  just  been  re- 
leased by  Pitman  Publishing  Company  of 
New  York,  and  are  the  collaborative  work 
of  leading  economists  and  professors  of 
business  law  throughout  the  United  States. 

Population  Getting  Older 

In  Principles  of  Economics,  Mr.  Hoyle 
discusses  the  basic  problems  of  population, 
employment,  and  technology.  He  com- 
ments that  the  United  States'  population 
is  getting  both  older  and  younger  at  the 
same  time,  with  a  larger  proportion  of 
the  population  below  17  and  above  65 
years  ot  age. 

"Education,"  he  remarks,  "is  becoming 
a  fad.  High  school  enrollment,  now  at 
8,800,000,  will  rise  to  ten  million  by  1962. 
Colleges  are  crowded  with  3,623,000  stu- 
dents and  see  little  let-up  as  the  bumper 
crop  of  babies  reach  college  age." 

As  for  employment,  he  says,  few  occu- 
pations are  reserved  excusively  for  men  or 
women   any   longer. 

Women  Working 

"Women  (demonstrated  during  World 
War  II  that  they  are  capable  of  perform- 
ing most  types  of  work  .  .  .  they  have 
been  reluctant  since  then  to  give  up  the 
occupations."  Now  men  outn  umber 
women    in   industry   only   two-to-one. 

Mr.  Hoyle  points  out  that  future  em- 
ployment pictures  are  bright. 

"Predictions  of  more  jobs  than  workers 
are  common,  despite  the  increase  in  birth 
rates.  Since  1946,  jobs  have  multiplied 
faster  than  the  labor  force." 

However,  not  all  the  picture  is  rosy. 
Mr.  Hoyle  anticipates  no  expansion  in 
agricultral  employment  because  the  tech- 
nical revolution  makes  it  possible  to  in- 
crease output  while  reducing  the  number 
of  laborers.  Textiles,  he  states,  have  been 
sick  for  some  time;  and  in  mining,  there 
are  signs  of  further  declines  as  industries 
and  home  owners  switch  to  oil. 

Technological  progress  in  Russia,  de- 
clares Mr.  Hoyle,  has  come  through  the 
imitation  of  methods  developed  in  high- 
ly   industrialized   states. 

"It  remains  to  be  seen  if  totalitarian 
states  can  take  the  lead  and  forge  ahead, 
once  they  have  caught  up  with  the 
progress-minded  and  free  nations  of  the 
world." 

In  collaboration  with  Irving  Kovarsky, 


Mr.  Hoyle 


associate  profeseor  of  management,  a 
Stouthern  Illinois  university,  Mr.  Hoyle 
prepared  a  technical  chapter  on  "Laws 
Pertaining  to  Labor  and  Management"  for 
College   Business  Law. 

Mr.  Hoyle,  a  1949  graduate  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne,  received  his  master  of  education 
from  the  University  of  South  Carolina  in 
1953,  and  has  done  further  graduate  work 
in  his  teaching  field  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  He  has  held 
his  present  position  with  Lenoir  Rhyne 
since   1953. 


College  Receives  $1000 
Grant  From  ALCOA 

Lenoir  Rhyne  received  a  grant  of  one 
thousand  dollars  from  the  Alcoa  founda- 
tion  in   September. 

The  gift  was  presented  by  J.  B.  Holmes, 
vice-president  of  Yadkin,  Inc.,  and  works 
manager  of  Alumnium  Company  of  Amer- 
ica Badin   Works,   Badin,  N.  C. 

In  expressing  appreciation  for  the  dona- 
tion. Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  Lenoir  Rhyne

7  Professors,  6  Study  Fields 
Represented  In  Faculty  Changes 


Six  fields  of  study  are  represented  by 
the  seven  members  added  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  teaching  staff  this  semester. 

Additions  and  replacements  have  been 
made  in  the  departments  of  sociology, 
biology,  modern  languages,  physical  edu- 
cation, English  and  dramatics,  and  relig- 
ious  studies. 

Villard  C.  Blevins,  superintendent  of 
the  Catawba  county  department  of  wel- 
fare, is  teaching  an  introductory  course 
in  welfare  work.  The  instructor  will 
conduct  a  field  study  course  second  se- 
mester. He  received  his  master's  degree 
at  William  and  Mary  university,  Virginia. 

Lowell  E.  Binkley,  a  graduate  of  Ohio 
Northern  university  (B.A.)  and  Witten- 
berg university,  Springfield,  Ohio,  (M.A.), 
was  named  assistant  professor  of  biology. 
Since  1952  Mr.  Binkley  has  been  on  the 
faculty  of  Union  university,  the  Albany 
college  of  Pharmacy,  Previously  he  was 
a  faculty  member  of  Tusculum  college, 
Greeneville,  Tennessee.  He  did  further 
graduate  study  at  Ohio  State  university 
and  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

German  professor  Werner  O.  Keller  re- 
ceived his  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from 
Haabliche  Oberschule,  Stollberg,  Germany, 
and  taught  12  years  in  Germany  before 
coming  to  the  United  States.  Named  as- 
sistant professor  of  modem  languages, 
Mr.  Keller  has  nine  semesters  of  gradu- 


ate work  at  the  University  of  Vienna, 
Austria,    and   Jena,    Germany. 

Bruce  Dale  Rollof,  who  recently  com- 
pleted his  residence  requirements  for  his 
education  doctorate  at  Colorado  State 
college,  Denver,  Colorado,  was  appointed 
associate  professor  of  physical  education 
and  acting  head  of  the  department  of 
physical  education. 

Mr.  Rollof  replaces  Dr.  Jim  Hamilton, 
former  head  of  the  physical  education  de- 
partment, who  accepted  a  position  with 
High  Point  college.  High  Point,  N.  C,  be- 
ginning this  fall. 

Mr.  Rollof  received  his  B.S.  dgree  from 
Gustavus  Adolphus  college  and  his  M.  Ed. 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  Pre- 
viously he  was  a  professor  and  coach  at 
Dana   college,    Blair,    Nebraska.

LUTHERAN  MISSIONARY  DIES 


Dr.  Mary  Clara  Sullivan,  '22,  long-time 
Lutheran  missionary  to  China  and  Malay, 
died  August  8,  1960,  while  en  route  from 
Malay  to  New  York  for  a  medical  diag- 
nosis. 

Commissioned  in  1928,  Miss  Sullivan 
service  in  China  from  1929  until  1935  as 
educational  missionary  for  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America. 

After  a  year's  furlough  in  the  United

States,  Miss  Sullivan  returned  to  educa- 
tional and  evangelistic  work  in  China. 
When  the  Japanese  overran  China  during 
World  War  II,  she  was  imprisoned  in  a 
concentration  camp. 

Following  her  release  and  return  to  the 
United  States,  Lenoir  Rhyne  gave  Miss 
Sullivan  a  citation  of  honor  in  1941  as  an 
outstanding  alumna. 

When  the  Far  East  mission  field  re- 
opened. Miss  Sullivan  went  back  to  China, 
serving  in  Tsino  for  several  years  as  head 
of  the  Bible  School  for  Women  at  Tsing- 
tao  Province.  There  she  was  imprisoned 
by  the  Communists. 

After  her  release,  Miss  Sullivan  re- 
turned to  the  United  States  where  Lenoir 
Rhyne  awarded  her  an  honorary  doctor- 
ate of  humane  letters  in  1952. 

The  following  year  she  began  missionary 
work  in  Malaya,  remaining  there  until 
her   recent   illness  and   subsequent  death. 


In  addition  to  her  degree  from  Lenoir 
Rhyne,  Dr.  Sullivan  studied  at  the  Biblical 
seminary  in  New  York,  N.  Y.,  at  the 
College  of  Chinese  Studies  in  Peiping, 
China,  and  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.

Former  Carolina  Playmaker 

Although  this  is  Mr.  Sneden's  first  ex- 
perience with  directing  at  L  R,  he  work- 
ed six  years  with  the  Carolina  Play- 
makers  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Chapel  HilH  where  he  took  his  A.B. 
and  his  Master's. 

For  his  extensive  work  in  drama  in 
both  acting  and  technical  fields,  he  re- 
ceived the  highest  Carolina  Playmakers 
award,  the  Playmaker  Master.  A  mem- 
ber of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  scholastic  fratern- 
ity, he  was  tapped  for  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Fleece  for  his  outstanding  work 
both  scholastically  and  dramatically. 

The  New  Jersey  thespian  has  acted  in 
three  Shakespeare  plays  —  "Julius  Caes- 
ar," "A  Mid-Summer  Night's  Dream," 
and  Comedy  of  Errors,"  —  in  addition  to 
other  productions  and  summer  stock  at 
Manteo  and  Cherokee.  He  helped  with 
the  opening  of  "The  Stephen  Foster  Story" 
in  Bardstown,   Kentucky. 

Shakespeare    'Practical' 

According  to  him,  Shakespeare  was  a 
practical  playwright  because  "he  wrote 
for  his  audience,"  and  is  "one  of  the  most 
amusing  writer  we  have,  remaining  as 
fresh  and  modern  today  as  he  was  during 
the  Elizabethian  age." 

He  characterizes  the  play,  which  con- 
cerns the  taming  of  a  shrewish  wife,  as 
funny  and  full  of  the  same  slapstick 
comedy  that  modern-day  comedians  are 
doing.

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Nov.  20  Music  Building  Dedication 
To  Marie  Fourth  Structure  In  4  Years 


When  Mauney  Music  building  is  dedi- 
cated in  November,  Lenoir  Rhyne  will 
have  reached  another  high  mark  in  facility 
progress  —  four  new  buildings  dedicated 
within   four  years. 

The  $310,000  structure  is  a  gift  of  the 
W.  K.  Mauney  family  of  Kings  Mountain, 
N.  C.  It  was  occupied  partially  during 
second  session  of  summer  school,  and, 
according  to  Harry  S.  Livengood,  college 
business  manager,  should  be  fully  occu- 
pied within  the  next  four  months. 

Sunday,  November  20  is  the  date  set 
for  the  formal  building  dedication.  The 
dedicatory  service  will  begin  at  3:30  p.m., 
in  the  P.  E.  Monroe  auditorium,  and  will 
be  followed  by  an  open  house  at  the 
music  building  between  5:00  and  6:30 
p.m. 

Alumni  of  the  college  are  especially  in- 
vited to  participate  in  the  event  in  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  history. 

Students  majoring  in  music  will  now 
have  specially  constructed  teaching  stu- 
dios, classrooms,  practice  rooms  for  indi- 
vidual and  ensemble  work,  and  an  organ 
studio.  The  music  building  is  of  con- 
crete slab  and  beam  structure  to  mini- 
mize sound  transmission,  with  non-parallel 
interior  vs^alls  and  ceilings  to  prevent 
"flutter."

Specifically,  the  two-floor  building, 
which  joins  the  P.  E.  Monroe  auditorium  i 
via  covered  walk-way,  contains  a  band 
room,  a  choral  room  which  seats  175  and  I 
may  be  used  for  small  studio  recitals, 
nine  individual  studios,  26  practice 
rooms,  a  student  organization  office,  a 
music  library,  a  recording  studio,  an 
organ  studio,  lounge,  and  lobby,  which 
can  be  utilized  for  small  receptions. 

When  completely  furnished,  students 
will  have  available  for  instruction  and 
practice  13  upright  pianos  (and  three 
grand  pianos — nine  new — as  well  as  the 
Mauney  organ  and  the  pipe  organ  which 
was  transferred  to  the  new  building  from 
the  old  St.  Andrew's  church  on  campus.

FIRST  RUSSIAN  COURSE  OFFERED 
THIS  YEAR;  LATAVIAN   INSTRUCTS 


With  communication  with  Soviet  Rus- 
sia becoming  increasingly  important  in 
the  United  States,  Lenoir  Rhyne  college 
this  year  followed  the  lead  of  larger  col- 
leges and  universities  in  offering  a  course 
in  Russian. 

According  to  Dr.  Voldemars  Bernards, 
Russian  professor,  stress  will  be  placed  on 
correct  pronunciation  and  conversation, 
as  well  as  on  reading  and  writing  the 
language. 

"This  will  be  difficult,  but  most  im- 
portant," he  explained,  "because  the  Rus- 
sian alphabet,  akin  to  Greek,  is  extremely 
different  from  the  Arabic  alphabet  every- 
one is  accustomed  to." 

The  Cyrillic  alphabet,  as  it  is  called,  has 
33  characters  instead  of  the  26  found  in 
English.  It  contains  10  vowels,  one  semi- 
vowel, 20  consonants,  and  two  "signs," 
one  hard  and  one  soft. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  Russian  students,  how- 
ever, are  fortunate  enough  to  have  a 
professor  who  learned  Russian  as  a  na- 
tive tongue.     Dr.  Bernards,  who  came  to 


the  United  States  in  1950  and  has  since 
become  a  citizen,  is  originally  from  Lat- 
via. Latvians,  because  of  their  geographi- 
cal position,  must  speak  Russian  land 
German  as  well  as  Latvian. 

Dr.  Bernards  has  taught  Russian  be- 
fore, at  the  University  of  Riga,  Latavia, 
where  he  received  his  Lie.  Theology  de- 
gree. He  studied  it  further  at  Columbia 
university,  New  York,  where  he  took  his 
doctorate  in  1956,  in  General  and  Com- 
parative Linguistics. 

Besides  Latvian,  German,  Russian,  and 
English,  he  speaks  and  reads  French,  Lat- 
in, Greek,  Sanskrit,  Persian,  Hittite,  and 
Old  Hebrew. 

Students,  he  says,  will  be  taught  basic 
Russian,  the  principal  language  of  the  So- 
viet Union,  which,  because  of  its  size  and 
race  differences  has  many  languages  and 
dialects. 

Dr.  Bernard's  nine-member  class  (one 
of  the  students  is  a  professor  of  the  col- 
lege) will  make  use  of  the  recently  in- 
stalled electronic  language  laboratory  to 
improve    conversational   ability. 
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Language  Lab  Expected  To  Improve 
Linguistic  Learning  Ability 


Learning  foreign  languages  will  be 
easier  and  faster  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  stu- 
dents with  the  installation  of  a  new  elec- 
tronic laboratory  says  Dr.  Voigt  R.

ratory  in  French,  German  and  Spanish 
with  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  Fac- 
ulty members  of  the  language  depart- 
ment feel  that  with  the  added  opportunity 
for  speaking  a  foreign  language  provided 
by  the  laboratory,  students  will  receive 
much  more  instruction  in  oral  lianguage 
than   formerly. 

Emphasize   Conversation 

In  line  with  the  trend  of  modern  edu- 
cation, the  emphasis  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  will 
be  on  conversational  ability  as  well  as 
ability  to  read  and  translate  foreign  lan- 
guages. 

The  language  laboratory  nerve  center 
is  a  master  control  console.  Thirty  indi- 
vidual soundproof  booths,  each  fitted  with 
a  microphone  and  a  set  of  earphones  are 
connected  to  the  master  control. 

With  the  use  of  headsets,  students  lis- 
ten to  a  tape  recording  of  a  voice  speaking 
the  foreign  language  expertly.  The  re- 
cording has  pauses  which  permit  the  stu- 
dent to  speak  into  a  microphone  what  he 
has  heard. 

The  class  instructor  controls  the  record- 
ing from  the  console.  At  any  time  he 
may  check  the  student's  response.  Stu- 
dents can  also  record  their  language 
drills  on  electronic  tape  to  be  re-played 
for  them  to  further  compare  their  own 
speaking  with  the  master  tape,  or  for  the 
instructor  to  review  with  them. 

Advantages  Listed 

The  advantages  of  the  language  labora- 
tory are  many.  Students  who  have  the 
ability  to  master  a  language  but  are  em- 
barrased  during  a  normal  recitation  period 
can  learn  more  quickly  in  the  privacy  of 
a  soundproof  booth. 

A  rapid  learner  will  no  longer  be  ham- 
pered by  a  slow  learner  because  each  can 
now  progress  at  his  own  speed.  Learning 
chances  are  improved  because  by  being 
able  to  identify  tonal  sounds  from  the 
tapes  the  students  can,  in  a  sense,  re- 
educate his  vocal  cords  and  learn  to  speak 
the  language  more  quickly. 

The  laboratory  control  system  aids  the 
instructor  who  can  now  analyze  the  indi- 
vidual student's  problems  more  quickly 
and  talk  to  him  through  the  console 
system  without  disturbing  other  class 
members. 

During  first  semester,  approximately  400 
Lenoir  Rhyne  students  will  have  access 
to  the  new  laboratory.

If  Lenoir  Rhyne  didn't  have  anything  but 
Coach  Stasavich  and  its  feared  reputa- 
tion, the  Bears  would  be  one  of  the 
favorites  in  the  North  State  Conference 
football   chase. 

With  the  1960  season  already  started  the 
Bears  have  Stasavich,  their  reputation 
and  one  of  the  most  talented  small  college 
football  squad's  in  the  nation.  Physically, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  is  the  best  team  in  the 
conference. 

Nineteen  lettermen  return  from  the  1959 
club  which  was  ranked  tops  in  the  na- 
tion. Included  are  two  ail-Americans. 
Barring  a  collapse  LR  shouldn't  have  any 
trouble  winning  its  sixth  consecutive 
North  State  title. 

Lee  Farmer,  who  mans  the  tailback 
slot  in  Stasavich's  singlewing,  and  Dick 
Lage,  an  end  who  snared  23  passes  last 
season,  both  were  named  on  several  all- 
American  teams.  They're  possibly  the 
two  best  football  players  in  the  conference. 

Except  for  center,  every  position  on  the 
depth  chart  lists  two  men  who  can  be 
counted  on.     At  the  pivot  all- conference 


selectee  Wade  Teague  does  a  terrific  job 
but  he  will  need  help. 

The  tackles  may  be  a  problem  because 
Hankie  McCrorie  and  Charles  Sanders, 
co-captains  a  year  ago,  graduated.  Never- 
theless, Al  Fusonie,  Pat  Odom  and  Eddie 
Haupt  battle  for  the  starting  calls.  All 
are  experienced  and  have  won  letters 
with  the  exception  of  Odom. 

The  guards  are  adequate  with  last  year's 
freshman  sensation,  Jim  Edmiston,  Ron 
Hardman,  Ronnie  Turner  and  Benny  Ken- 
nerly  in  the  fold. 

A  backfield  which  averaged  326  yards 
a  game  in  1959  is  intact  except  for  wing- 
back  Dickie  Foster.  Farmer,  who  gained 
over  1000  total  yards  and  has  attracted 
the  eyes  of  several  pro  scouts,  heads  the 
Hst.  Marcus  Midgett  or  O'Dell  White 
will  get  the  starting  nod,  succeeding  Fos- 
ter at  wingback.  Both  are  capable  and 
have    the    needed    experience. 

Lee  Kanipe  and  Adam  Maples,  who 
split  the  duty  last  year  when  the  Bears 
won  ten  of  11  games,  battle  for  the  block- 
ing back  post.  Both  will  see  plenty  of

Simmons  ripped  enemy  defenses  for  566 
yards  and  Kemp  amassed  460. 

Tony  McClamrock  will  spell  Farmer  at 
the  tailback.  The  rifle-armed  junior 
tossed  nine  touchdown  passes  and  gained 
451  yards  while  playing  behind  Farmer 
last    year. 

Lage,  a  rock  at  230  pounds,  is  one  of  the 
most     improved     players    in     the    Bears' 


camp.  He's  probably  the  best  pass  re- 
ceiver in  the  North  State  and  his  defensive 
play  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  His 
running  mate  at  the  flanks  will  be  Ronnie 
Frye,  who  is  as  good  on  defense  as  Lage 
but  doesn't  have  the  pass-catching  ability. 

Offensively,  the  Bears  will  be  hard  to 
handle.  If  there's  a  shortcoming,  it's  the 
defense.  The  Bears  were  the  top-ranked 
team  in  the  nation  in  1959  but  their  de- 
fense was  the  poorest  since  the  1954  sea- 
son when  they  lost  seven  games. 

On  the  basis  of  experience,  the  Bruins 
defense  should  improve  over  last  year 
when  they  allowed  136  points,  a  large 
total  for  the  Bears.

Bears  First  In  Nation 
At  Bulletin  Press  Time 

At  the  time  this  bulletin  went  to  press, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  had  jumped  off  to  an  im- 
pressive start  on  the  football  field.  Coach 
Clarence  Stasavich's  Bears  had  rolled  up 
three  wins  without  a  loss  and  were  rank- 
ed the  top  small  college  team  in  the  nation 
by  the  National  Association  of  Intercol- 
legiate Athletics. 

The  Bears  opened  their  season  against 
Wofford  at  Spartanburg,  S.  C.  and  pound- 
ed out  a  surprisingly  easy  30-6  win  over 
the  Terriers. 

The  following  week,  the  Bears  toppled 
Presbyterian  for  the  first  time  in  Lenoir 
Rhyne's   football   history   at   Clinton,   S.  C. 

A  third  journey  to  South  Carolina  re- 
sulted in  34-12  romp  over  Newberry  at 
Newberry,  S.  C. 

Tailback  Lee  Farmer,  an  all-American 
last  fall,  was  off  to  another  banner  year. 
The  running-passing  genius  from  Candler, 
N.  C,  totaled  208  yards  against  Wofford, 
131  against  Presbyterian  and  206  against 
Newberry  for  an  enormous  three-game 
total  of  545. 

Farmer's  offensive  bursts  rank  him 
among  the  nation's  best.  His  28  points  on 
four  touchdowns  and  two  two-point  con- 
versions ranked  him  high  in  the  scoring 
column,  too. 

The  sensational  senior  had  an  impressive 
6.3  rushing  average  and  had  hit  on  17  of 
34  passes  in  leading  Lenoir  Rhyne  to 
three  straight  wins  to  open  the  season. 

After  the  three  games  against  South 
Carolina  foes,  Lenoir  Rhyne  stepped  into 
conference  competition  in  defense  of  their 
conference  championship.  The  Bears  are 
in  search  of  their  sixth  straight  conference 
title  this  fall.
